2.  The  Galleries  have  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  de¬ 
scribe  correctly  the  property  to  be  sold,  but  they  do  not  warrant  the 
correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of 
said  property. 

3-  The  Galleries  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  article  from  sale 
for  any  reason  whatsoever  before  the  article  is  offered  for  sale. 

4.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale, 
all  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  as  a  whole  and  as  numbered  in  the 
catalogue.

This  small  but  select  group  of  paintings  contains  a  wealth  of  portraits 
ranging  from  the  extremely  rare  bust-length  by  ‘II  Pordenone’  and  the 
two  interesting  three-quarter  lengths  of  the  Tudor  period  to  the  very 
modern  schools  as  represented  by  Chirico  and  Derain.  It  includes  a 
fine  example  by  Carboni,  English  works  of  the  nineteenth  century  as 
represented  by  Harlow,  Beechey,  and  Rossetti,  Lenbach’s  portrait  of 
his  daughter,  and  a  group  of  family  portraits  by  Huntington. 

'll  PordenoneY  Portrait  of  a  Bearded  Man  is  remarkable  for  the 
simplicity  of  its  execution  as  well  as  for  the  expressiveness  of  the 
features.  The  Carboni  is  a  strong  work  of  the  master  whose  portraits 
are  so  often  mistaken  for  those  of  Van  Dyck.  The  striking  portrayal 
of  the  ill-fated  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,  shows  her  at  her  loveliest  and  is 
thought  to  have  been  in  the  family  from  whom  the  present  owner 
acquired  it,  since  its  execution  about  1574.  The  other  Tudor  portrait 
has  been  shown  in  important  exhibitions  in  England.  Rossetti’s  Ellen 
Terry  is  typical  of  the  pre-Raphaelite  school  and  is  a  striking  represen¬ 
tation  of  the  actress  painted  during  a  temporary  respite  from  her 
career  which  began  when  she  was  but  a  child.  The  American  family 
portraits  are  of  descendents  of  the  Van  Cortlandts,  Fields  and  de 
Peysters,  known  for  their  historical  roles  in  Colonial  America. 

Other  subjects  include  a  fine  view  near  the  artist’s  own  home  in 
pastel  by  Lhermitte,  a  typical  work  by  Bouguereau,  an  unusual 
Troyon  from  the  posthumous  sale  of  his  work,  a  fine  landscape  by 
Jan  Looten  in  his  later  period,  and  an  early  work  of  Magnasco 
entitled  Fete  of  Monks.  Among  the  modern  pictures  are  Segonzac’s 
still  life  in  his  customary  earthy  tones,  and  a  street  scene  by  Raffaelli. 
The  four  examples  by  Pettenkofen  are  charming  works  by  the 
Austrian  artist  who  is  rated  by  many  to  be  the  equal  of  the 
French  artists  of  the  Barbizon  School,  and  who  is  represented  in 
many  of  the  museums  and  fine  collections  in  Europe. 

Spring  Flowers  by  the  Scottish  painter,  Ranken,  is  a  highly  decorative 
picture  and  has  been  given  by  the  owner  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit 
of  the  British  War  Relief  Society.

The  artist  is  known  as  ‘Licinio,’  'Regillo.’  but  most  often  as  ‘II  Pordenone’  after 
his  native  town.  He  was  the  son  of  Angelo  di  Bartolommeo  de  Lodesansis  called 
also  ‘de  Corticellis’  and  ‘de  Sacchis,’  of  Lombardian  origin.  He  painted  many 
frescoes  for  churches  in  his  own  and  neighboring  villages  before  going  to  Venice 
and  Genoa.  In  1535  he  received  the  patent  of  knighthood  from  King  John  of 
Hu  ngary  and  thenceforward  took  the  name  of  Regillo.’  Soon  afterwards  he  settled 
at  Venice  where  by  his  work  he  gained  such  renown  that  in  1537  the  Council 
deprived  Titian  of  his  patent  in  the  Fondaco  de’  Tedeschi  and  ordered  of  Regillo 
in  1538  a  picture  for  the  Sala  del  Senato.  He  was  the  most  important  competitor 
of  Titian  during  that  artist’s  Venetian  period.  In  1538  he  left  Venice  to  visit  the 
second  Duke  of  Ferrara  for  whom  he  had  already  executed  some  work.  He  was 
taken  ill  and  died  in  January  1539  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Ferrara,  in  his  56th  year,  and 
was  buried  in  that  cits.  Much  of  the  artist’s  work  has  not  survived;  authentic 
pictures  by  him  are  ven  scarce  and  his  portraits  extremelv  rare.  He  exercised  much 
influence  over  Tintoretto  and  Michel  Angelo  Caravaggio.

The  Gal¬ 
leries  undertake  that  the  proceeds  of  all  sales  are 
paid  into  an  account  separate  from  the  working 
funds  of  the  Galleries,  with  which  they  are  never 
confused.  The  signatory  of  this  Special  Account, 
which  is  in  the  nature  of  a  trust,  appends  his  signa¬ 
ture  to  all  contracts  in  agreement  that  he  will  pay 
to  the  Galleries  only  the  commission  due  them  and 
to  the  owner  of  the  property  the  balance  or  princi¬ 
pal  sum.
